Result of Prank Is That the 
‘Mother Thinks Her Child 

Harm Is Done. 

WEATHER BLAMED BYERROR 


Mrs. Eby, 802 Sixty-ninth street, 
was named in the lists the other day of those 
who ‘had died as victims of the heat. That 
Was an error. It was not the heat that killed 
her; it.was a joke, innocent in intent, but. 
shifting sharply to a tragedy in its results. 
A large doll, recumbent, with its mechan- 
ical eyes closed, and its waxen cheeks the 
counterfeit. of death, was handed to Mrs. 
‘Eby in place of her own baby. When she 
caught sight of its closed eyes she fell ina 
swoon, and the next day she died as a direct 
result of the fright. 
Im this way three 
thrown into mourning as the outcome of 
what had been intended for a little fun at the 
young wife's expense. 
Mra. Eby was but 22 years old, and it was 
her first child. She and her husband, John 
A. Eby, have been living for three years in 
‘Englewood, near the residence of Mr. Eby’s 
mother, which 1s.7149 Union avenue. Three 
months ago a daughter was born to them, 
and they were preparing to visit Mrs. Eby’s 
at home in Nappanee, Ind., when the inci- 
dent occurred that proved fatal to the.

VOTE 0 OUST SERGEANT 


Charged with Failure to Return 
Valuables to a Prisoner, Are Re-. 
- ferred to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion with the Recommendation That 
They Be Removed—Chief Kipley Ad- 
vocates Their Dismissal . 


A recommendation for the discharge of 
Police Sergeants O’Neil and Brundage of 
the West Chicago Avenue Police Station 
and Sergeant Carey of the Attrill Street 
Station was made by the Police Trial board 
yesterday afternoon. . The officers were 
charged with failing to return Valuables 
amounting to $140 taken from Frank Elsner 
when he was detained in the West Chicago 
Avenue Station, and after hearing the evi- 
dence Chief Kipley urged the discharge of 
the men and voted for the recommendation. 
A division of opinion among the members 
of the board resulted in referring the evi- 
dence and.the opinion of the Trial board to 
the Civil. Service commission for confirma- 
tion. If the commission sustains the recom- 
mendation the men will be discharged from 
the force. The technical charge against the 
men was neglect of duty. 
Civil Service Commissioner to Decide. 

“*I voted for the discharge of the men 
when I had heard the evidence against 
them,” said Chief of Police Kipley. “* There 
was a division of opinion among the mem- 
bers of the commission and it was decided to 
lay the evidence against the officers in the 
hands of the Civil Service commission and. 
place the board on record as voting for their 
dismissal.” 

Frank Elsner, the complainant, was de- 
tained in the West Chicago Avenue Police | 
Station in February and was afterwards 
taken to the detention hospital. He com- 
plained that when he was taken from his 
residence he left $600 at home and that no 
officer was sent to take charge of the house 


during his absence. He also charged that 
valuables were taken from him in the station 
and placed in the safe. When he was re- 
moved to the detention hospital these were 
not returned and he did not recover them.

“I have seen more than twenty similar 


robberies,” said he, ‘‘and with a single ex- 
ception all were committed by persons out- 
side of the company. From, what I have 
jJearned of the theft of the package shipped 
by the Commercial National Bank of this 
city to the National State Bank of Burling- 
ton I have reached the conclusion that the 
substitution of the bogus package was not 
made by the expressmen.

Does Not Favor Canal. 


Of the plan to build an isthmian canal Mr. 
Stubbs spoke dispa . “Does it not 
offend one’s notion of the eternal fitness of 
things,” he said, “‘ that a nation 
less than 5 per cent of the world’s available 
tonnage; a nation whose commercial inter- 
change with other countries is scarcely one- 
tenth of the world’s commercial inter- 
change; a nation which carried in its own ° 
vessels less than 10 per cent of its own 
commerce and less than 1 per cent of the 
world’s commerce—that'this nation should 
undertake to build a ship canal to facilitate 
the commerce of the world and the world’s 
carrying trade while withholding from its 
own merchant marine the assistance which 
the shipping industries of other nations re- 
ceive and are thereby enabled to command 
the trade, even American carrying trade? 


Need of Merchant Marine. 


“T do not say that an American isthmian 
canal may not and should not, in the fullness 
of time, be constructed, and constructed and 
controlled also by this government, but I 
submit that now is not the time, nor'will the . 
time ever come until this nation shall build 
and place upon the waters of the world a 
fleet of merchant steamships that in num- 
ber, in symmetry and speed, and in capacity 
and economy of service shall excel those of 
Great Britain today as the Baltimore clip- 
pers and American liners surpassed the 
British ships in the early part of this cen- 
tury.’’ 

Mr. Stubbs’ speech was founded tpon a re-

“The only dark spot upon this record of 
the nation’s progress is our failure in the 
carrying trade upon the high seas.”
